A Word from the Prez...

At the Pacificon Hamvention last month | saw numerous antenna talks 
and many had a common theme even though they were from different 
people about slightly different subjects. One discussion had to do with 
the efficiency of vertical antennas. One study showed that raising 
them off the ground improves the radiation angle and gain. Another 
dealt with raised radials (on ground mounted OR raised verticals — re- 
quired on raised verticals). What | found interesting was the explana- 
tion that the improvement was due in both cases to raising the high cur- 
rent point off the ground, thus lowering the losses from coupling with 
the lossy ground, since few of us have verticals on great ground! | 
have always been suspicious of the claims you only need a few raised 
radials vs 10s-100s of ground radials, but given the argument that 
ground radials couple closely with the lossy ground provides a reasona- 
ble explanation. 


One last item that was mentioned was that having a ground radial field 
NOT ATTACHED to the vertical along with raised radials provides the 
appearance of a better ground, but that likely would not help raised ver- 
ticals as the first reflection point would be quite a bit further from the 
vertical than the area covered by a normal radial field.

2013 CQWW SSB Trip Report (shortened condensed version)

Omotenashi. Yup, that's it. Just one word sums it all up. 

My favorite Japanese word coincidentally has the same number of syllables as there are Olympic rings. While it 
may have been Tokyo's Olympic Bid Ambassador Christel Takigawa who made the word “famous” as Tokyo was re- 
cently named winner of the 2020 Olympic bid, it was our new friends at JA1YPA who forever impressed the true 
meaning of the word into my heart and soul. 

Say it with me slowly as you sweep your left hand from right to left, with your fingertips all touching each other 
and pointing upward, emphasizing each syllable with a nod of your hand. Burst open your hand as you get to the 
end of the word. It has a kind of mantra-like ring to it. Say it again while doing the gestures. O-mo-te-na-shi. Put 
your hands together as if in prayer and bow your head slightly as you say it again. Omotenashi. It just makes you 
feel good.

We stepped off the bullet train at Nasushiobara station and were greeted by Mr. Sho - 
JA1IPEJ, and Mr. Tack - JE1CKA. Dick - N6AA and his lady friend, Cindy, had arrived one hour 
earlier and were already checked into Nasushiobara Station Hotel. As Super Typhoon Francis- 
co approached, there was a sense of urgency to get up to the station so we could familiarize 
ourselves with things. It was raining pretty steadily as we made the 30-45 minute drive to 
JA1YPA station. The last half mile or so was like Mr. Toad's Wild Ride through dense forest 
(but it was a piece of cake compared to some of the stuff we've driven in Baja). There was 
lots of mud on site but inside the buildings was immaculately clean. (leave your shoes on the 
rack outside - be sure to wear clean socks or bring house slippers - JA's have the coolest five 
-toed socks which I admired profusely). The site, about four or five acres purchased by Mr. 
Sho about 30 years ago from the forest service, has an antenna farm about 500ft away from 
the shack with several 30 meter high towers (each antenna has their own amplifier at its 
base) and there are three buildings (operating, sleeping/eating, storage) and an outhouse 
(complete with a heated toilet seat!) The radio building has five stations in it (40m, 160m, 
15m, 20m, 80m, 10m ) - all neatly organized w/ signs, maps, statistical graphs for each sta- 
tion, lots of awards on the walls - and another desk with a computer networked into all the 
others so the team's progress can be monitored by standby operators throughout the contest. 
Individual laminated callsign plates were distributed for each operator to place at their oop- 
erating station (good for photo ops). Mr. Sho presented Cindy & me nice little welcome gifts 
from his wife. No detail had been overlooked. (Omotenashi) We returned to town to check in- 
to Nasushiobara Station Hotel ($120USD w/ breakfast), shopping en route at a local grocery 
store for contest weekend food (sushi, ramen, juice, chips, cheese & crackers, fruit, beer, 
etc $70USD). Our hotel room was a HUGE room (50 square meters) with a commanding view of 
the nearby train tracks which were in constant use but unbelievably quiet. We freshened up 
and joined Mr. Sho and Mr. Tack for about a mile walk ina light rain (using loaner umbrellas 
from the hotel - Omotenashi) to a local restaurant for dinner. 


Saturday October 26 0210hrsJST - 7.1 EARTHQUAKE (epicenter 250 miles away) We were 
awakened from a sound sleep in our 8" floor hotel room. It was a strong “rocker"and seemed 
to last forever! Thankfully, we were both able to get back to sleep despite the adrenalin rush 
but were up again at 6am. The breakfast buffet opened at 0640hrs and our JA host chauf- 
feurs were in the lobby waiting for us for our scheduled departure at O700hrs. EVERYTHING 
in Japan is promptly on schedule. 


It was contest day! The brunt of Super Typhoon Francisco was expected to pass at 1500hrs 
and we were all anxious to get up to the station before the heavier rains hit the area, in- 
creasing the risk of the last bit of access road becoming more difficult. We thanked our 
hosts for scheduling an earthquake for our visit and quickly put on our game faces. In addition 
to Mr. Tack & Mr. Sho, we were joined by Mr. Hide - JOICRA, Mr. Tetsu - JAICTB, Mr. Shin - 
JEIMPQ, Mr. Koi - JG4KEZ and the real fun began at 0900hrs JST. 


“Japan America One Yankee Papa Alpha" should be changed to “Japan Amazing One You're 
Pretty Awesome” when one considers the amount of work it must have taken to make the 
JA1YPA station what it is today. Everything worked flawlessly and the team was full speed 
ahead with four active operating stations at OOOOUTC. The few times that Murphy reared his 
ugly head, the JA's got right after it and no challenge (no matter what time of day or night) 
was insurmountable. Mr. Shin had to make a quick trip home to change out of muddy clothes 
after slipping on the access road to the antenna field and when he returned he presented me 
and Wild Bill with socks with five toes that he had gone out of his way to purchase because he 
knew I wanted some! (Omotenashi) 


We all took turns operating, giving each other breaks to rest, stretch, sleep or eat. Those not actively operating 
had time to visit a little bit with each other and as the weather got progressively better throughout the weekend, 
so did our score. It became evident that we were on pace to break the club record and were all motivated to do 
So. 


Oct 28 - O900hrsJST JA1YPA QRT - Time for team photos, cold beers, and much celebration. Initial reports in- 
dicate that we scored 30" in the world and 4" in Asia with a solid effort with 9,579,356 points and 4,963 QSO's 
(edging out B9/BY9GA by just under 16,000 points). We set a new all-time Club Record (est. 1989), we made some 
new lifelong friends, and had a FABULOUS experience contesting at JA1YPA for CQWW SSB. Many thanks to 
Omnibus Contest Club for allowing us to be a part of your team.
